In the west, says the New York Times. 
The furnaces, rolling mills and other j 
parts of the plant itself will cover a ! 
square mile, aud in addition the com­ 
pany owns thousands of acres which 
will b e used for a town site, for vast 
railroad yards aud for other facilities 
needed to insure the effective opera­ 
tion of this gigantic plan t 
After the 
meeting of the directors Judge E. H. 
Gary, chairman of the b oard of di­ 
rectors, after whom the town which 
is to b e b uilt up arouud this new steel 
plant is to b e named, announced some 
portion of the company’s plans. 
The plant will consist of a large ag­ 
gregation 
of 
b last 
furnaces, 
open 
hearth furnaces and finishing mills, 
b ut the whole Is to b e so thoroughly 
co-ordinated that it will, in fact, b e a 
single plant. 
There are to b e sixteen 
b last furnaces, eighty-four open hearth 
furnaces and six finishing mills, some 
of which, individually, will b e larger 
than anj’ of the single mills owned b y 
the Steel corporation. 
The rail mill, 
for example, will b e b uilt at a cost of 
$2,500,000 Hnd will b e capab le of roll­ 
ing ab out 75,000 tons of rails a month. 
The first of the b ig rail mills construct­ 
ed b y the Steel corporation in the P itts­ 
b urg district, which at the time was 
considered a very large mill, cost b ut 
$600,000. 
Some idea of the am ount of mate­ 
rial which it will take to supply these 
mills is gained from the company's es­ 
tim ate that fully ¡*,i>00,000 tons of iron 
ore will b e required b y the plant annu­ 
ally. This wdll b e b rought down from 
the company’s mines In the Lake Su­ 
perior region and will b e b rought in to 
docks immediately adjoining the com­ 
pany’s b last furnaces, which form the 
first division of the Indiana plant. 
This ore will b e converted into ab out 
8,000,000 tons of pig Iron, which in 
turn will produce from 2,500,000 to 
2.700.000 tons of steel. Every ton of 
Iron ore usM will call for the consump­ 
tion of at least another ton of coal and 
coke. 
The erection of the company’s plant 
will require a vast amount of ’struc­ 
tural steel, the production of which 
will keep some of the company’s pres­ 
ent mills b usy for many months. A 
small army of men will b e employed 
for two years or more in the construc­ 
tion of the plant, and when it is com 
pleted It will give employment to ab out 
15.000 men. 
The locatiou of the plant includes a 
portion of the present b ed of the Calu­ 
met river, the course of which is to b e 
changed so that the waterway will fit 
in with the company's plans for the de­ 
velopment of the laud b etween the lake 
front and the Calumet river. 
In additiou to the Elgin, Joliet and 
Eastern and the other railroads owned 
b y the 
Steel corporation, the 
new 
plant will b e served b y four great rail­ 
road systems, the Pennsylvania, the 
New York Central, the Baltimore and 
Ohio and the Wab ash. The Erie also 
passes within easy connection of the 
new’ plant. 
The Steel corporation will 
own vast railroad yards to the west 
of the plant, w’hich w’ill b e connected 
with all these railroad systems. 
The Lake Shore aud Michigan South 
ern of the New’ York Central system, 
the Baltimore and Ohio aud the W a­ 
b ash are engaged In altering their lines 
in the neighb orhood of the new plant 
so as to avoid all grade crossings and 
to make them fit in b etter with the 
Steel corporation’s scheme of construc­ 
tion. The Baltimore and Ohio and the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern w’ill 
have a union station in the town of 
Gary, and the Pennsylvania and the 
W ab ash will have separate stations of 
their own. 
The town of Gary, which primarily 
will b e the dwelling place of the men
